Accident Occurred During a Fog Near 


New Haven, Conn.— Several Victims 


From Philadelphia. 


New Haven, Conn.. Sept. 3—Twenty- 
persons lost their lives ami forty 
,vere injured when tho White Moun- 
ain express, hound for New York, 
lashed into the rear end of the sec­ 
ond section of the Par Harbor limited, 
bearing sojourners from Maine sum­ 
mer resorts. The wreck occurred on 
he New Haven railroad just outside 
the city limits. 
Failure to see a block signal veiled 
in a thick fog is given as the cause 
of the accident 
by 
Engineer A. H. 
.Miller, who says that as soon as ho 
realized the danger he did all re could 
to stop the train. 
The brakes would 
not hold on ’he wet track and the 
train, running down grade, ploughed 
its way through two wooden Pullman 
cars, splintered them to kindling and 
killed or wounded most of the sleeping 
passengers in their berths. The bodies 
of most of the victims were mangled. 
A party of boy campers, sixty-five in 
number, returning from “Carap Cob- 
bossee,” at Monmouth, Me., were in a 
Pullman car which was overturned. 
Two of these boys. William Altschul, 
of Norfolk, Va., and Albert Green, of 
New York, were killed.

swejg out of the broken windows and 
carried to the telegraph wires and 
poles nearby, where it still hung when 
the wrecking trains arrived. 
The White Mountain express was 
scarcely scratched by tile collision. It 
proceeded 
on its way after a few 
hours delay. 
All the passengers were in their 
berths and In their night clothes, mak­ 
ing identification of the dead difficult.

HAS RI6ID DISSOLUTION PLAN 


Violation of Sherman Anti-Trust Law 
and Commodities Clause of Inter- 


State Commerce Act Is Alleged. 


Philadelphia, Sept. 3.—The federal 
government has renewed its attack on 
the so-called anthracite trust. A suit 
filed here against the Heading and its 
affiliated companies, under the Sher­ 
man antitrust law and the commodi­ 
ties clause, represents an effort on the 
the part of the Wilson administration 
to take up this fight 
where it was 
dropped upon the retirement of Presi­ 
dent Taft and his attorney general. 
There is, however, one feature that 
distinguishes this suit from the oner) 
brought under the Taft administration, 
and which is a new departure in suits 
under tin* Sherman anti trust law. At­ 
torney General 
M(Reynolds, in his 
prayer to the court to break the Head­ 
ing’s control over the Central Rail­ 
road of New Jersey and other corpora­ 
tions, which he contends are engaged 
in a conspiracy against tile Sherman 
anti-trust laws, asks that the Reading 
company be required to dispose of tho 
capital stock of these corporations “to 
persons not its stockholders or agents, 
nor otherwise under its control or in 
fluimce.” 
Tbs means that Attorney General 
Mclleynolds intends to have settled in 
advance In this case the question that 
caused so much controversy in tho 
Union Pacific Southern Pacific dissolu­ 
tion case. 
The attorney general always has had 
a very strong feeling against the char­ 
acter of the dissolution permitted by 
the department of justice in the case 
of the Standard Oil company where a 
pro rata distribution of the stocks of 
tim, subsidiary companies wa* permit­ 
ted among the stockholders of the par­ 
ent concern.

Thaw came feet to face with a new 
force Ip the province of Quebec. 
Sir 
Comer Gouin attorney general aud pre­ 
mier Intervened in the cause through 
iii me Geoffrlon, bis special represon 
IfUlve. and 
demanded that steps be 
la k e at once to bring about T h a w s re­ 
lease from the Sherbrooke Jail, where, 
fp r two weeks, the American bas de 
ffed deportation. 
Premier (iouln, through his repre 
•am ative branded Thaw s detention as 
“A scandal to the Dominion,’* urged 
Warr antically that the Sherbrooke jail 
w as no ‘'public boarding house." and 
described Thaw as one who bad boast 
ad that he laughed at outwitting the 
Authorities. 
M. Geoffrlon and 
Samuel Jacobs, 
representing the state of New York, 
both appeared before Superion Judge 
fiutcblnaon and pressed for an linrae 
dlate hearing on the writ of habeas 
corpus obtained last week. 
If the writ Is sustained Thaw will 
probably be placed int be hands of the 
Immigration authorities and deported. 
When arguments were ended the 
court reserved decision, "it Is a matter 
of such grave import," he said, "that 
I would not cire to decide this matter 
until I dave given it careful consider­ 
ation." 
"lf he is not liberated on the writ,’ 
Mr. Geoffrlon said, "other means will 
ba taken. Thaw must not be harbored 
in a Canadian jail. 
Thaw s face fell, and his lawyers, 
declaring that the writ was Irregular, 
spoke In turn, pleading for adjourn 
meat until Friday. 
"Wa must go on," said the court. 
"I represent the attorney general," 
said Mr Gpoffrlon. "and it is of para­ 
mount Importance that justice In this 
rase move swirntly. 
Our jails are not 
public boarding houses. It is the attor­ 
ney general s desire that this matter 
ba settled instanter by the liberation 
of Mr. Thaw. The prisons of the prov 
inc# ca men be used to shield a man 
from the federal law.” 
Baniuel 
Jacobs, appearing directly 
for Boudreau, the constable who ar 
retted Thaw and later asked for the 
writ of habeas corpus, and Indirectly 
for Jerome, supplemented Geoffrlon’* 
remark* He denounced the case as a 
Acandal to the Dominion and said it 
was Incumbent on the court to "re 
Afore the county of St. Francis to Its 
normal state." 
"The appearance of a representative 
for the attorney general is a thunder

DAYLIGHT ROBBERY AT 


ATLANTIC CITY STATION 


ROOMS for rant on 
Baltimore 


Thiel Stole $1800 While the 
Hents Handled Rush. 


Atlantic City. N, J., Sept. 3.—A dar­ 
ing thief pulled off tho boldest day­ 
light robbery ever known here getting 
away with 1800 in bills from the main 
ticket office of the 
Philadelphia Air 
Heading railroad while the front of the 
windows was jammed with people aud 
three men were working Inside. 
The money had been stacked upon 
the counter toward Arkansas avenue 
by Ticket Agent Chapman who had 
counted It out from the I.*bor Day re­ 
ceipts, preparatory to making a de­ 
posit in a local bank after he had fin­ 
ished handling the rush. 
The robber must have carefully tim ­ 
ed his baul. lf a man had been at the 
Arkansas avenue 
window he would 
have been observed but be must have 
waited until Chapman and his two as­ 
sistants had all worked to the front 
windows which hid bim from them be­ 
hind the ticket rack. 
It Is supposed that he quietly pushed 
open the door, which had been left a 
few 
inches ajar, grabbed the bills, 
stuffed them under his coat and then 
lost himself In the hundred or more 
persons crowded around the windows 
of the station. 
Chapman discovered the loss a mo­ 
ment after the train had pulled out 
for Philadelphia He immediately got 
into communication with the tower on 
the meadows aud the train was stop­ 
ped there and search made through 
three coaches for suspicious charac­ 
ters. 
No trace was found and then the 
Philadelphia office 
was notified, so 
that detectives ti ere would complete 
the search. Railroad and city detec­ 
tives are making an investigation, but 
it locka as though th* robber bad 
planned his getaway as neatly as the 
haul.
